And fhould the Succefs of ‘things thete 
noc Anfwer our Expettation, I ‘cannot fee 
the Gevernment can be lyable to any Re 
flection, or Chargeable with any Mi(man- 
nagement, all pothble Efforts having been 
made, to Succour, Relieve, and Support 
our Troops, and to enable them to pufh 
on their Conquefts to the detir'd Eifel. 

And after all we do not yet fee, that 
our Supplies thal! not be time enough ¢ 
we find by our Advices, Sir fobs Lake with

1f God Almighty governs the Ele- 
ments, no Man is accountable for ftaying, 
when he forbids to go 3 but if the Prince of 
the Air be concern’d, and have it at all in his 
Power, we have indeed the lefs to bope-for, 
fince I cannot by any of the-Common 
Rules of Judging, find he is yet come into 
the Confederacy. 

But what now? If our Fleet fhould come 
time enough to Relieve the Town, and .
